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The following pages provide a copy of what exists in government records of the 
Superintendent's Annual Narrative and Statistical Reports for the US Indian 
Boarding School at Santa Fe, the Santa Fe Indian School, then called the Santa Fe 
Industrial School, for fiscal years 1910-1930. These annual reports were 
combined reports of the Santa Fe Industrial School and the Santa Fe BIA agency 
office through the fiscal year ending June 30, 1914; the boarding school was 
segregated from the Pueblo jurisdiction on December 8, 1914. 

These reports date from long before SFIS, like a number of other former 
government boarding schools, became a community-oriented school operated by 
Indians for Indians, the All Indian Pueblo Council having first contracted to 
operate SFIS in the 1970s. 

These documents are from when the SFIS was a US Government Indian Boarding 
School. It is from the period of the Indian School known as "the Starving Years" 
due to overcrowding and the scarcity of food for students. It is from a period 
when parents were often not allowed to choose whether their child would be taken 
miles from home to attend a military-style government boarding school. It is 
from the period before students were allowed to speak of, have, or make anything 
from their own cultural traditions, before the reforms of John Collier's BIA in the 
1930s. 

I am Tewa. My name is Daniel Moya. I was raised on the pueblo by my 
grandparents, Feliciana Tapia Viarrial and Fermain Viarrial. When my 
grandmother was five years old, in 1909, she entered the US Government 
Boarding School at Santa Fe. She stayed all the way through, until 1922, and like 
other students, was hired out during summers to work in the boarding school 
"outing" programs. 

Like many, there were things that my grandmother told me about her boarding 
school experience, and things she did not. Finding and sharing these documents 
is part of my trying to learn more about her and what her world was like in these 
times. 

Perhaps you may find a relative's name in these documents. If you might like to 
share stories, I would love to hear from you: daniel(S>tewa-art. com . 

A person whose name appears on the lists of SFIS students included in these 
reports may still have a student file preserved at the US National Archives, at the 
office in Denver.

Section II - Health 

In a very general way, it may he said that the 
health conditions at the Santa Fe school during the Fiscal 
Year 1923 were satisfactory. Nevertheless, it seems to me 
that the after-effects of the persistently recurring in- 
fluenza epidemics of the past few years, and perhaps of 
an epidemic of measles, too, were very evident. Out of 
the 431 pupils enrolled in the course of the entire school 
year, about a dozen broke down before the end of the 
school year and had to be sent home or to a sanatorium. 
The feeding, clothing, housing, and climatic conditions 
were, if anything, better during 1922-23 than in any 
year previous. But in spite of all that, the number of 
pupils who broke down was too high. I am sure that, if 
1923-24 should show a smaller number of break-downs, ^the-^n- 
surmise that what has happened during 1922-23 is due to 
after-effects of influenza, etc., is correct. 

During 1922-23 there were no epidemics of any 
sort worth mentioning. We had a diphtheria scare in 
early June, when one of the teachers~was taken down. 
But I had neatly all the pupils treated within a few 
days with antidiphtherfctic serum and no more cases 
developed. 

V/e have a hospital here on the school grounds, 
with a very highly efficient and conscientious nurse in 
change. Also, the contract physician, who comes out 
thrice a week and as much oftener as he is needed, is 
one of the best medical men in the State. In so far as 
possible, I make an effort to have this hospital function 
not only as a school hospital but to a certain appreciable 
extent as a general hospital for the treatment of Indians. 
For example, two Indian girls who have been totally unable 
to do any school work have been receiving daily treatment 
for months past for trachoma and have shown marked im- 
provement. For a couple of years past, it has been my 
policy never to turn away any applicant for enrollment 
who was suffering from trachoma. I was pleased to receive 
a few days ago from the Indian Office a circular directing 
that no trachomatous pupil be refused admission to a 
boarding school. 

Most of our effort during the year has, of course, 
been directed along the line of taking care of binor ail- 
ments and persistent treatment of those suffering from 
trachoma. Four cases of tuberculosis developed, but none 
have proved fatal. In fact, all seem to have recovered. 
Two of these were transferred to laguna Sanatorium. There 
were two deaths during the year, one from non-infectious 





cerebro-spinal meningitis due to mastoid trouble. The other 
wS a case which was\ery difficult of diagnosis; and 
since it was impracticable to hold a post-mortem we shall 
never know for certain just what was the came of death. 
SSI LcSSea was one of the. Navajo boys who ran away 
last September and suffered considerable hardship and 
exposure for something like a week; and it is Probably 
safe to conjecture that that escapade had something fco

Although raider the terms of the law providing 
appropriations for this school I am obliged to carry an 
average daily attendance for the year of only about 360, 
my average daily attendance for the year ended June 30, 
1923 was near four hundred. This makes my per capita 
expense just about two hundred dollars. Of course, 
the fact that something over three fourths of my pupils 
go home in June and remain there until school reopens in 
September helps me to Iceep down expenses. It is a sort of 
unwritten rule here that, for the neareby pueblos, this 
school ftmctions: as a reservation boarding school. 

Eor a school population of four hundred (the 
present rated capacity of this school) the plant is rea- 
sonably adequate. Plans are on foot now to expand the 
capacity to six hundred by the end of two or three years 
more. Just at present, we are beginning the construction 
of sleeping porches at the Girls' Building so as to provide 
eventually for accomodating approximately one hundred more 
girls. Plans are also maturing for providing for the 
accommodation of 100 more boys. This is to be done by 
building a new hospital at the east end of the grounds and 
then converting the present brick hospjtal into a dormi- 
tory for small boys. The new hospital is to be constructed 
of adobe brick. During the past few months, twelve thousand 
of these adobe bricks have been made on the school grounds, 
most of the work being done by boy pupils under the guidance 
of expert foremen. 

The school farm is not sufficiently extensive to 
enable us to produce a great deal. However, until we 
fcave some means of securing a sufficiency of water for irri- 
gation purposes, or until the climate changes, it would 
hardly be advisable for us to try to undertake anything 
very extensive in the line of school farming. Of course, we 
have our truck patches and orchards and these are carried 
under irrigation. Aside from these, we do as much "dry- 
farming" as our space will allow. However, during 1922 and 
thus far in 1923, we have gotten little in return for our 
pains in this latter direction, owing to the almost unpre- 
cedented drought. 

Not long ago, in response to a request from the 
Chief Supervisor of Education, I made special inquiry into 
the matter of the whereabouts and doings of our graduates; 
and I was very agreeably surprised to find that not one 
has turned out badly, every one of those still living being 
engaged in some gainful or otherwise profitable occupation. 



Of course, if we take into consideration the faot that 
this school does not take pupils any higher than the 
equivalent of the eight grades of the "common school," 
it may readily be seen that a graduate of .this school is 
but meagerly equipped for a life struggle in this day 
and age. Most of the pupils who have "been graduated 
from this school have been compelled, on account of pa- 
rental objection, to cease their schooling then and there, 
although, had their parents' consent been given, they 
might easily have all been transferred J;o Haskell or 
some other school carrying two to four 'years of work 
in advance of what is given here. This, of course, is 
a situation which will have to be worked out in time. 

For the- girl graduate who is not permitted to 
go any farther than the highest grade of this school, 
there is little for her to look forward to except to 
return to her pueblo home or accept domestic service 
in some faiiily in the city. But with the boys, it is 
different. Even with the training received here, any 
boy can go out and get a job as a mechanic, or a 
farm assistant, or something that will bring him in 
a good income. And many of our boy graduates are 
doing just that. Some, on the other hand, are tilling 
their own ground at their pueblo homes and making a 
decent living, although their actual cash income per 
annum may be rather meager. 

In June of this year we had the largest grad- 
uating class in the history of the school, 14 in all, 
seven boys and seven girls. They finished the Junior 
Vocational course then, and a gratifying number of the 
members of the class will continue their work next fall 
in Haskell, or Hiverside, or some other school giving 
work in the regular Vicational Course. 

At the close of the regular session June 9, 
it was found that of the four hundred pupils who had 
stayed in to the close of school year, about 65 were 
deficient in their work and had to be either condi- 
tioned or failed. We conducted a "summer school" of 
four weeks for those pupils, with the result that 41 
of those who had been found deficient made good the 
deficiency and were given unqualified promotion. 

As regards the books on the "authorized list," 
I may say that all that we have used have been found 
satisfactory. 

The industrial training for both boys and girls 
has followed pretty closely the lines laid down in 
the Revised Course of Stpdy of 1921, with the single excep- 
tion that we are a little weak in the subject of Masonry. 
However, even so, the boys get a good deal of instruction 
incidentally from our carpentry department in concrete 



work. The girls are given all the industrial courses 
laid down in the Revised Course of Study. For the hoys, 
all courses are offered excepting Masonry, Printing, and 
Auto Mechanics. But as just stated, the boys get a good 
deal along the lines of concrete work; and every hoy 
in the Engineering department who shows any aptitude 
for machinery is given incidental instruction in the 
handling and repairing of a Ford car, even although 
the course in Auto-Mechanics «s not formally given. 

• In a general way, our equipment is good, suf- 
ficient, and satisfactory. A few labor-saving devices 
are being added from time to time as funds and oppor- 
tunity -oermit. For example, just recently, we pur- 
chased a "finisher" for the shoe repair shop. This 
will do the work of many boys and will very probably 
pay for itself in a few years in the increased output 
of the shop. 

The accommodations for employees are adequate. 
But if we are going to expand the capacity of the school, 
we shall have to provide for additional accommodations 
for teachers. This can easily be done if my recommenda- 
tions relative to proposed additions to Dining Room, as 
per my reply to Office request for advance estimate of 
needs for 1925, are favorably considered. 

She force of teachers and other employees 
here is reasonably efficient in general. In fact, 
all are rendering acceptable service, some more so than 
others, of course. All seem loyal enough and all but 
one seem disposed at all times to cooperate with each 
other along the lines of general school endeavor. 

The relations between this school and the 
public school authorities, and the general ianta Fe 
public as well, are very pleasant. In no way is this 
better shown than in our athletic activities. 

The school endeavors to meet the most urgent 
needs of the Indians by giving the boys such a line of 
training as may increase their annual income (and 
therefore their food supply and the other things that 
go to make up a Kell-ordered home) and the girls such 
instruction as may make of .them better housewives in 
every way. 

The outline of suggestions forming a basis 
for writing up this report asks me to say what has been 
accomplished during 1922-23 on behalf of the Indians 
which, to some extent at least, has been more satisfactory 
than the accismiplishments of the preceding year. That would 
be difficult foe me to say. However, I am prepared to say 
positively that we have succeeded in thoroughly arousing 
most of our older pupils to a realization of the urgent 
necessity of securing at least a "common school" education 
before they contemplate leaving off their school^or good. 
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A few years ago, our annual graduating Glasses numbered 
five or six perhaps. The number has been steadily 
climbing until, as already stated in this report, this 
June fourteen finished the Eighth Grade, our highest year 
of work here. I look for the number nest year to be 
around twenty- five. We so often hear criticisms of our 
school system on the score that the pupils go back to the 
blanket anyway. They don't as a rule go back to the 
blanket if they have stayed in school long enough to 
reach some definite point. . Of course those who stay 
just long enough to get a little smattering of English 
and less of arithmetic, etc., can't do anything BUT 
go back to the blanket. So it all depends uoon how long 
a pupil remains in school. Take my word for it that of 
all the pupils who finish Grade VIII, very few will ever 
go back to the blanket. It may be well for me here to 
say that when I use the expression "go back to the 
blanket", I am not referring to what a pupil wears after 
he leaves school nor anything as to the manner of his 
hair-cuts. It is his "internal and not external qualifi- 
cations" to which I have reference. 

The sentiment of the people in and around Santa Fe 
is very friendly toward the Indian - friendlier by and 
large than to the white man.. Of course, it all depends 
to a great extent, upon the individual Indian. 

Our expenditures this year were about the same as 
the year preceding. We have a specific appropriation, 
about all of which is taken up in feeding, clothing, and 
giving instruction to our four hundred pupils. 

Good use is being made of the playground appa- 
ratus. But the boys take mainly to such s-oorts as baseball, 
foot-ball, basket ball', etc. Ilso to swimming in our 
irrigation pool, in season. The Disciplinarians and 
teachers give systematic instruction in. and have supervision 
over, outdoor activities. Girls have basket-ball and 
a special playground all to themselves.

SECTION If - INDUSTRIES 



Industrial work- is carried on at this school, as 
no doubt at all other schools of this type, for two chief 
reasons: (l) In order to teach the Indian youth, and (2) 
in order to get routine work done for the partial support 
of the school. Naturally, our biggest project each year, 
taking matters by and large, is the farm. But, as 
already indicated in this report, the fiscal year 1923 
saw rather meager results . from our farming efforts , owing 
to the almost unprecedented drought. In July, 1922, all 
water supply was cut off excepting what was actually nec- 
essary for cooking, drinking, bathing, and washing 
clothes. This year, thus far, the outlook is more prom- 
ising, and I fully and confidently expect that we shall 
at least have a rather bountiful crop of root crops next 
fall - a thing which we did not have for last winter's 
consumption. 

The conditon s as to farming at this school 
are much the same today as they have been for years and 
years past. But little can be accomplished without 
irrigation water. Dry farming might produce a crop 
once in four or five years . 

This past spring I took out most of the old 
apple trees, which were either dead from last summer's 
durought or else an unhappy choice on the part of the. 
original planter, and planted new ones. I hope in a 
few years' time to have an orchard worthy of the name. 

All fruits, root. crops, and other farm and truck 
feardan produce at this school is devoted to school usa. 
We dp not produce any where near enough for our needs 
and frequently have to buy additional quantities . The 
respect in which we were hardest hit by last summer's 
drought was in that we had no silage for our dairy cattle. 
Ordinarily we have some 50 to 60 tons of that sort of 
feed every fall. The fact that we had none last winter 
told heavily upon our funds, because we ha& to purchase 
alfalfa instead. 

We do not save seed for the next year's planting. 
Our season is so short that not many of the plants we 
produce could reach the seed-maturing stage before the 
fall frosts cut themdown. Therefore, the seed we might 
save would be negligible, in so far as its value would be 
concerned. 

We have a dairy herd at this school, all Holstein. 
In this connection, attention is respectfully invited to 
my recent report to the Office in response to a request 
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for a statement and recommendations as to howlto improve 
dairy herd conditions at the school. I am inclined to 
think that it is a mistake to try to carry Holsteins in 
a^ country where feed is scarce. They are big feeders and 
in spite of everything we can do, they eat their heads off, 
and at the same time, the quality of milk they give is 
nothing to brag of. 

Our herd are kept in Excellent quarters and the 
dairy barn is properly equipped with the best outfit ob- 
tainable. It is kent immaculately clean and the boys 
on the dairy detail can not, it seems to me, possibly fail to 
profit very materially by the instruction given them and 
the actual dairy practice they engage in daily 

Our farm staff is composed of three paid employees; 
the Industrial Teacher (who is really the head farmer) , the 
Gardener (who takes care of the dairy,, the piggery, and the 
poultry- yard) , and a general Indian assistant. The head 
farmer directs all the work in field farming and in truck 
gardening. He is assisted by the general Indian assistant. 

Up to a few years ago, this school nearly every 
summer had some pupils employed under Mr, Dagenett's super- 
vision. However, owing to the urgent demand for these 
pupils to help their fathers at the various pueblos, for 
the past couple of years I have not furnished any pupils 
for Mr. Dagenett's assignment. Then, too, if theft are any 
who want work and can be spared for same, they can generally 
pick up jobs around Santa J?e at a wage quite as remunerative 
as anything they can get elsewhere.

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ANNUAL REPORT SANTA PE BOARDING SCHOOL, JUNE 30, 1924 



NARRATIVE SECTION 
Section II - Health 

A year ago,' in my annual report, I' said that if the 
record i'or the following year should show a smaller number 
of break-downs among the pupils, I felt that my surmise 
that the number of such break-downs in 1922-23 was due to 
the sequelae of influenza was a correct one. I believe I 
was right. This year only four pupils broke down, as against 
a dozen or more of the previous year. i\nd of the four who 
broke down, the case of one is directly and immediately 
traceaole to an attack of measles. This pupil is here 
now, sufreringf rom pulmonary tuberculosis and her condition 
is not at all reassuring. 

It is also very likely that the work of Dr. Perkins . 
here early m the school year, in the way of treating or 
removing diseased tonsils, had much to do with the general 
health of the pupils. 

There were no epidemics in the fiscal year. I feared 
for a time that we were going to have a general outbreak of 
measles, but fortunately, and for reasons which I can not 
explain, only a few pupils came down with it. .all recovered 
satisfactorily excepting the one child mentioned in the 
latter part of the first paragraph above. 

Dr. Perkins was here from September on during several 
months and operated a good many of our pupils for di-seased 
tonsils. He also administered and directed the treatment 
for a considerable time of all pupils afflicted with tra- 
choma. I feel that if we could have our pupils here at 
the school the year round, we could in the course of a rea- 
sonable length of time stamp out trachoma among them com- 
pletely. This, of course, would be brought about by opera- 
tion and treatment of those afflicted and preventive measures 
among those not attacked. But when, as is the case, -the 
large majority of our pupils spend from two to three months 
of every year in their home.; pueblos or villages, where 
trachoma is prevalent and no measures are taken to combat 
it, much of our w'ork is set at nought. 

I don't presume tp say whether trachoma came into 
the schools by way of the Indian homes or whether it got 
into the homes by way of .the school. Neither am I going 
to say that on the whole the boarding schools are not 
spreading trachoma instead of reducing its incidence. But 
be all that as it may, the present situation with which we 
are confronted is, it seems to me, that wa have to work 
both ends of this proposition , if we want to make any 
headway in combating this veritable plague.

Section III 



Schools 



The rated capacity of this school is now 450. My 
total enrollment i'or the year was: 474. This was bona fide 
enrollment, no person being counted in on it excepting such 
as had actually been in attendance for at least a couple of 
weeks. Several pupils who came in and then dropped out 
within a few days after enrolling were disregarded in ar- 
riving at this figure. The average daily attendance was 
438.63, or within 11 points of the maximum present capacity 
of the school. under the law, which allows a per capita 
expenditure here of 225 dollars, required average daily 
attendance would have been only 390. 

A year ago we were all talking about increasing 
the capacity of this school to 600. It is now 450, but I 
doubt that it should ever go beyond 500. I am inclined to 
think that 500 would be about right; but even that figure 
should not be attempted just at present. We are able to take 
care of 450 all right, excepting that they crowd oufc academic 
class rooms a little. But I believe I can handle this situa- 
tion without extra expense or greafc difficulty. 

We are now putting up two sleeping porches at the 
girls 1 building, so as to provide adequate dormitory space. 
One of the porches is near completion; the other is about 
half done. Next project is to expand the dining room, 
plans for which are now being prepared in the Indian Office. 
as U soon as possible, say a year from now, we should begin 
the construction of the proposed new hospital. Then the 
old hospital should be torn down and the proposed gymnasium- 
assembly room set almost on the exact spot where the present 
hospital stands. To db otherwise would be to bungle natters 
considerably. 

The school farm is aslarge as we can handle, consid- 
ering the limited water supply. Of course some years the 
water is ample for our area, while others years it is not so. 
The fact that we have to run on a small farm makes my per 
capita allowance a little meager. Scant wonder, therefore, 
that supervisors and other visiting officials often find 
things lacking here which have been provided at certain 
other schools with apparent ease. If this school were 
situated on the Rio Grande river, like the school at Al- 
buquerque, I might do more than I am doing in the way of 
raising forage crops. 

This school carries all grades from "beginners" up 
through VIII or Second Year Junior Vocational. This year 
. we had twenty-six graduates, as against 14 a yecgr ago. 
The immediate outlook for all of these young people, with 
perhaps a few exceptions, seems very promising. Most of 
them will continue their schooling in some school offering 
work in advance of the Junior Vocational course. Others 
will get a job and go to work. Some of the girls, of course, 
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will be held out of school from now on and taken home to 
be married off or do housework for the family. It is 
a matter worthy of special mention that this year, for 
the first time, the Governor of the Santo Domingo pueblo 
has given his consent for a Santo Domingo pupil, upon 
completion of the course at the Santa Pe school, to con- 
tinue in school elsewhere. 

The books on the authorized list seem well selected. 
I have heard no complaint from the teachers and I have no 
particular criticisms to offer. 

For the girls, the full course of instruction pre- 
scribed in the course of study in the prevocational and 
junior vocational grades is being carried on and the char- 
acter of the instruction given is, to my mind, very satis- 
factory. For the boys in the prevocatiOBal grades, all 
the courses laid down in the course of study are given, 
excepting that I might say that masonry is not given a 
great deal of attention here beyond the mixing and pouring 
of concrete. In the junior vocational grades, we give the 
courses in agriculture, carpentry, engineering, painting, 
and blacksmi thing. The courses in masonry, printing, and 
auto mechanics are not given; although some instruction in 
the last named course is given in a rather informal way, so 
that certain boys are taught to operate and take care of 
Ford motor vehicles. 

The school plant c^s a whole is reasonably well 
equipped.' We have just recently installed a new dish- 
washing machine. We need a tumbler dryer in the laundry, 
but when it comes to buying machines costing as much as 
#2500, we have to count ou? cash pretty carefully. As 
soon as the dining room expansion has been completed, 
we should by all means install a refrigeration plant in 
the basement.' This will cost perhaps $2500. 

The accommodations for our employees, while not 
ample, are sufficient for our present needs, as regards 
their efficiency, loyalty, and cooperation with one another, 
I dare say they measure up at least to the average obtaining 
in the service. Some of course are more .efficient than 
others. But it is safe to assume that where one school is 
strong another school may be weak, and vice versa; so that 
the average is about the same all through the service. 

The relations existing between our school and the 
public and other schools in and around Santa Fe are very 
cordial and satisfactory. There is perfect coopeaatita: } in 
many lines of endeavor. 

The aim of our school, work is to give the boys 
such a line of training asTrfventually result in increased 
annual income (and therefore increased and more varied 
food supply and the other things that goto make up a 
well-ordered home) and the girls such a line of training 
as may make of them better housewives and home-makers 
in every way, 
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What has been accomplished during the year 
which has been more satisfactory than the year preceding? 
That would be hard to say. The school is in a general way 
in better condition than ever before. It is not perfect, 
nor do I claim that in every repsectit is a model institu- 
tion. But we are getting results. One of the surest evi- 
dences of that fact is that when our graduates (Grade VIII) 
transfer to lather schools to take the senior vocational 
course, they make good. I feel that the general plane 
of intelligence during the past year has been raised 
considerably. 

Good use in being made of our playground apparatus 
we haven't very much excepting that which is set up around 
the girls' building. Only partially is systematic super- 
vision given to playground activities. All competitive 
playground activities are carefully supervised. The non- 
competitive activites are only partially supervised. But 
in my opinion they are sufficiently supervised. Sponta- 
neous Play is often more to be desired than any other kind. 
One of the defects of the Indian Service is over-supervision 
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NARRATIVE SECTION 
Section IV - Industries 

Industrial work is carried on at this school for two 
reasons; first, in order to teach, the Indian youth, and 
second to get routine work done for the partial support or 
upbuilding of the school. Taking matters by- and large, 
our biggest project each year, and incidentally the most 
uncertain one, is the farm. In the fall of 1923, as in 
the fall of 1922, our harvest was a meager one; because of 
the continued drought of a couple of years. What threw 
us out most severely was the entire failure of the corn 
crop, which we have depended upon for making ensilage to 
feed our dairy herd. Garden truck was fairly plentiful, 
excepting thattho cabbage did no good. 

Again this spring, the outlook for field crops this 
coming fall is anything but promising. A plague of cut- 
worms has swept the whole country. we planted 8,000 
stocks of cabbage and all but about a thousand were, eaten 
off and completely destroyed. We planted again, but 
I fear the younger plants will not mature. We planted 
field corn in May, as usual. May was cold and in the latter 
part of the month came a cold rain. The seed seems not to 
have even germinated, although it was tested for germinatiion 
before planting. Or if any of it did germinate, it was 
eaten by the worms. we have now replanted all the original 
area with rapid-growing sweet corn, in the hope that we may 
still get enough growth to enable us to fill, or partially 
fill, our silos. 

Nothing new in the way of cereals, fruit trees, 
vegetables or other crops has been introduced. In fact, 
I think it would be better to take outall fruit trees entirely 
and forego any further attempt to raise anything in the 
way of fruits. Indian pupils are so destruttive of everything 
of that nature that there is no use trying to save a crop. • 
Peach trees are raided and stripped unless some one stands 
guard day and night. The great majority of the Indians 
have little or nothing at home, and they can not be made 
to understand how to appreciate the value of anything 
anybody else has. It is very discouraging. There will 
have to be a big change in the racial temper before any- 
thing along this line can be accomplished. It is the same 
here as elsewhere. Carlisle tried an orchard for years 
and then dug it all up. Think I'll do the same here soon, 
and plant the space to something else. 

All products of the farm and garden are reserved for 
consumption by the school. Once in a great while, there 
is a little surplus, which is sold to the employees. 
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We do not save seed for the next year's planting. 
The season is so short that the maturing of the seeds is 
doubtful. Bractically all our seed supply is purchased 
from the Colorado seed companies and since there are several 
competing companies, the cost of our seed supply is relatively 
negligible and we are sure to get a good grade. 

We have a greenhouse, which is mainly devoted to 
the production of flowering and ornamental plant life.

We have a dairy herd - all Holstein. Statistical 
reports kept by the dairyman show that we have no "boarders at. 
present. We had some some time back but got rid of them, 
we sive every apparent boarder the benefit of the doubt 
for a year at least. Sometimes a cow that is apparently no 
s-ood can be developed into a good milker. But when it be- 
comes evident that she is hopeless, we get rid of her. 

& regular detail of boys is assigned to this 
dairy and regular instruction in dairying is given in 
the prevocational and junior vocational grades. 

We have a head farmer (called "industrial teacher" 
on the salary roll)and a dairyman (called "gardener on 
the salary roll. The industrial teacher handles all 
the plant production, both field crops and garden truck. 
The dairyman has charge of the dairy herd, the piggery and 
the chicken yard. The industrial teacher stands in an advisory 
capacity over the dairyman. 

In early June (1924) I sent about twenty young In- 
dians to the Kansas beet-fields under the general supervis- 
ion of the supervisor of Indian employment. As a rikje, 
all pupils go home for the summer to help their parents 
raise corn, etc. But if there are any who are not need- 
ed at home and who want work, I can easily find it for 
them. Some find work for themselves ;

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Section II -Health 

A thing which I have been unable to explain satis- 
factorily to myself is that during the school year just past 
I have had more cases' of tuberculosis among the pupils than 
in any one year since the beginning of my incumbency at 
this school, iind another strange feature of the affair is 
that nearly all the cases were girls. But a still more 
striking feature is that almost none were Pueblos. The 
Utes, the Apaches, and the Navajos from the detached bands 
down on a line between Gallup and Magdalena fared the 
worst. During the past school year I have had better food 
for my pupils than ever before, the living conditions have 
been better, the health campaign has been carried on assid- 
uously in the class rooms and in the workshops ; and every 
line of activity in the school was such that we had good reason 
to expect that there would be fewer breakdowns than usual. 
But in spite of all the favorable conditions, I had some- 
thing like twenty new cases of tuberculosis. I took this 
matter up with Dr. R.E.L.Newbeme when he was here a few 
months ago and he assured me that the conditions I have 
just mentioned were not due to any fault or lack of care 
on the part of the school. 

Only a very few of the cases of tuberculosis have 
resulted fatally. .rind none have been sent away to a sana- 
torium.. Y/e find that the best thing to be done is to 
send the patient home and let him (or her) rough it. Most 
of them get well and make their recovery in an amazingly 
short time after reaching home. For example, a year 
ago this month I sent a young Ramah Navajo girl home 
v/ith no expectation of anything but to hear of her death 
within a few days. In fact, I seriously doubted that she 
would reach home alive. But within a week or two after 
she had reached her home people, she was out in the sheep 
camp living on beans and mutton and gaining weight. The 
Milk and eggs we had given here, and complete rest in 
the hpspital, were of no avail. Another case similar 
to that came up only a few weeks ago. Violet Togene, 
a Tohatchi Navajo girl, who by the way had been washing 
dishes and waiting table for the Employees Club alA year, 
and who had eaten her meals at the Club and there^had had 
a ration as good as what the teachers themselves had, 
came down' with a case of acute miliary tuberculosis. 
Dr. Massie pronounced her as good as dead when she left 
here to go home. But word coming to me a few weeks 
later said that she was very much improved and getting well. 

Trachoma has not bothered us a very great deal. 
Some cagses of course were bad but in a general way we

Section III -Schools 

The capacity of the school is 450, and that was my 
average daily attendance for the year. My total enrollment 
was 515. . Several (nearly thirjry) pupils who came at the 
beginning of the year were provided for in one of the day 
schools a little later on, so that after only a few weeks 
of attendance here they were sent back to their homes. I 
hardly think it would be wise to plan on increasing the 
capacity of this school at any time in the near future, 
'lhe conditions are not such as would recommend anything of 
the kind. The water situation in and around Santa Fe 
is such that we are all the time on the ragged edge of 
a water famine; and thus we have no water for irrigation 
and can raise little or nothing for the subsistence of 
our pupils. 

I dare say the employees of this school will average 
up right well with those of any other. Some of course have 
failed to reach the high mark which registers excellence. 
But one can't expect all of forty or more employees to 
do that. I am pleased to be able to say that as a rule 
my employees spend a good deal of their spare time reading 
good books. A study of the reverse side of my May effi- 
ciency reports will show what I mean. Where anything fof 
that kind is going on, there isn't a great deal wrong. 

The school carries all grades from Beginners up 
through VIII. Thus, the school is, in that regard, an ex- 
act parallel of the average rural school, which prepares 
for the four-year high school course. I am strongly in- 
clined to the opinion that I should like to keep it that 
way indefinitely. Perhaps I am old-fashioned, but I 
don't very much like the attempts that are being made in 
the outside world at realignment of the elementary and 
high school grades whereby we have a junior high school 
composed of Grades VII, VIII, and IX, or something of the 
sort, and a senior high school comprising what is not comprised 
in the junior high school. I believe we have it about 
right now when we make Grade VIII a mile-stone - a 
graduating point - a finishing of the "common branches." 

Thirty-five of my 36 Grade VIII pupils who 
stayed in to the last of the school year finished that 
grade this June and were duly graduated. a considerable 
number of them will now transfer to Albuquerque or to 
Haskell and go on higher. Others will drop out and go 
to work. I understand that several are entering St. 
Vincent's Hospital here in Santa Pe to take a course of 
training in nursing. Some of the other girls will be 
married off willy-nilly before next fall, so that 
their school days are now over. 



For the girls, all the instruction laid down and 
required in the Course of Study for primary, prevocational, 
and junior vocational grades is given and given well. For 
the boys I may make the same general statement, excepting 
that I should say that the cogrrses in Masonry, printing, and 
auto-mechanics are not given. Printing is quite out of the 
question. And there is not enouigh work in either masonry 
or auto-mechanics to warrant the extra expensed that the 
carrying of those courses would entail upon the school. 

On the whole the school plant is rather well equipped. 
However, there are some things which are very greatly needed 
and which we do^. not have. We should have a tumbler drier 
in the laundry and there should also be a refrigeration 
plant installed in the new dining-room expansion, which is now 
nearing completion. But those things are out or the question 
at present, because of lack of available funds. The old 
bakery is to be torn out and replaced in the near future 
with a new one. and that is going to cost a fairly pretty 
figure. But it must be done. 

'■: The accommodations for our employees, while 
not ample, are sufficient for our present needs. as re- 
gards their efficiency, loyalty, and cooperation with 
one another, I dare say they measure up at least to 
the average of the service. 

The relations existing between this Indian school 
and the public schools of Santa Fe and vicinity are most 
harmonious and gratifying in every way. We have had frequent 
occasions for getting together, not only in athletics but in 
others ways as well; and there has been excellent cooperation 
in ^several lines of activity. 

Extent to which the school has adapted itself to 
meet the needs of the Indians. The prescribed course of study 
has been given as laid down and required. But in addition 
to that, one of the aims of this school, especially in con- 
nection with the industrial work of the girls, has been to 
stress the preservation and standardization of the native 
Indian arts and handicrafts. Not only on account of their 
intrinsic value should we labor to prevent these things from 
being lost to the world, but their preservation and encour- 
agement also mean the improvement of the economic condition 
of the individual Indians. And with this thought in view, 
our vpkk in drawing with girls and boys in the class rooms 
turns mostly upon Indian designs for pottery, baskets, 
blankets, embroidery, etc. and, especially in the girls 
needlework departments, these designs are translated into 
actual handiwork, as we have time and opportunity. 
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What has been accomplished droring the past year which 
to some extent at least, has been more satisfactory than the 
accomplishments of the year preceding? This is a' hard 
question. But perhaps I can best answer it by relating 
the case of one pupil. she failed of promotion from Grade 
VII at the close of the regular session in early June. Her 
teacher thought she had a chance to make her promotion" 
by remaining for the four weeks "summer school." So we 
kept her on. (fepter the lapse of about ten days, the 
teachers in charge of the summer school stated to me that 
the girl could not make her promotion either in four 
weeks or four months. So I called the girl in and told her 
there was no use for her to stay here any longer, that I 
was going to send her up to her village home for the rest 
of the summer. She demurred and said she wanted to re- 
main during all of the summer session - that she did not 
want to repeat Grade VII next year, but that she wanted 
every possible chance to get into the graduating class 
next fall. She carried her point and dug into her work 
during the remainder of the summer session with' such 
energy that we decided to let her try Grade VIII next 
fall. It was not so very long ago that no Indian pupil 
cared a straw whether he (or she) made a promotion 
or not. This girl's case is not unique. Several of 
my Grade VII boys misbehaved last January and were absent 
from school for a time without leave. I told them I 
was going to withhold promotion (in case they earned it) 
unless they remained at school into the vacation period 
long enough to make up the lost time. I rather expected 
that they are their parents would give me the laugh. But 
on the contrary they took it seriously. and they stayed 
on and made up their time - and were all duly promoted. 
When boys and girls feel that way about making their promo- 
tion into the graduating class, there is some hope. 

Good use is being made of what little playground 
apparatus we have. All competitive playground activites 
are carefully supervised. Non-competitive activities 
are only partially supervised. Pupils are given call sthenic 
and setting-up exercises from 1 to three times a day, as 
a rule. But I like to leave an appreciable margin of time 
for free and spontaneous play. Too much supervision 
is as bad as not enough. 
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Section IV Industries 

Industrial work is carried on here, the same as at 
all other schools, for two chief reasons; first, to teach 
the Indian youth and train them up for making an independent 
and honorable livelihood, and second to get routine work 
done for the partial support or building up of the school . 
What ought to be our largest industrial project is the 
farm. But ever since 1920, this part of the country 
has been suffering from excessive drought, so that since 
that year we have produced only verymeager crops, or 
nothing at all. I fear there is something wro/ng with 
our water company, from whom this school has been buying 
water for many years past. I am not able to figure out 
to my entire satisfaction just why so much water was al- 
lowed to run off down the valley this spring instead of 
its being caught and impounded in the reservoirs for 
that purpose. Even as early as May, the public were 
denied the use of water for irrigation purposes of any 
nature whatsoever. The result is that this summer, we 
have no crops at all excepting a little lettuce and a 
few string beans. Absolutely nothing in the way of 
ensilage crops. The first two or three years I was in 
charge of this school, we always had abundant water 
for irrigation. We filled our 500,000-gallon "tank" 
as often as we pleased and there was no shortage. Of 
course, since that time, not only have we had less rainfall, 
but also more and more people of the city have been 
connecting up with the water system. Still, I can't see 
but that the water situation of 1925 is largely due to 
mismanagement on the part of the company. The company is 
now in the hands of a Federal court, and we hope something 
may be done to put matters where they belong. 

Laat fall, we should have had a fairly good 
crop of cabbage and corn, but there was a plague of cut- 
worms in the early part of the season and it seemed that 
no matter what we did, every effort to get anything failed. 
We had planted 8,000 cabbage stalks; but we did not get 
enough to make a wagon load. The corn was eaten out in 
about the same ratio. 



Naturally, when ordinary agricultural matters 
have been in such a precarious state, nothing new has been 
introduced in the way of cereals, fruit trees, vegetables, or 
other crops. I have abandoned the old orchard, which 
consisted mainly of trees poorly selected, and have planted 



some oO to 40 young trees in a different locality. Despite 
the drought and lack of water for irrigation, most of these 
young trees are coming on in good shape. Of course, we have 
made special efforts to save them, even going to far as to 
save slop water in some instances for watering them. 

The question might be asked why we do not develop 
our own water supply. That was tried once and the best 
we have ever beenable to get was 40 gallons a minute. 
Not very much fo r an institution like this. The well that 
produces that flow is open and we could hook onto it 
at any time. But I -do not contemplate doing so unless 
we should at any time reach the point where we should 
have to get water at any cost. In that case, I think I 
should put a self -oiling wind-pump to work on it. The 
mill would not cost much, but the overhead storage tank 
would. It has been suggested to me that I get a half 
acre of ground down by the river about a mile from here 
and try to develop water there. The initial expense 
would be enormous and I have no money available for it. 
Moreover, the operation would costa good deal and an 
extra employee would be necessary - all this IN CASE WE 
SHOULD STRIKE WATER AT ALL, which is by no means certain. 
Of course we could get water. But would we get a flow 
sufficient to be worthy of any attention? All in all 
I think we had better let things stand us they are 
before we go to spending a lot of money on a very uncer- 
tain project. 

.anything and everything we produce in the way of 
garden, farm, or dairy products goes onto the table for 
the pupils, either directly or indirectly. Only very 
rarely do we have any excess. It is impracticable to 
save seed for the next year's planting. We are 7,000 
feet above sea-level at the school - a fact which makes 
our season pretty short; and as a rule, seeds do not ma- 
ture very well. So we buy most of our seeds from 
some of the Colorado companies. We have a greenhouse, 
which is mainly devoted to the production of flowering 
and ornamental plants. It is very satisfactory. We 
also use it for the purpose of giving cabbage and other 
plantlets "an early start" in the spring. 

We have a dairy herd, rather meager in number. 
But owing to the fact that we have to buy all of the feeri 
the water situation, as already stated, maM^t impossible 
for us to produce anything worth mentioning it the wav of 
foaage, I am holding the herd down in numbers within the 
limits possible of being supplied with a suff icLn^amount 
ox ieea. I keep boarders" weeded out, so that all 
the milkers I have are at least paying their way. a regular 



detail of Indian boys takes car'e of the dairy herd, under 
the supervision of the farmer or his first assistant. So 
that the boys are learning a good deal on the general 
subject of dairying. 

We have a head farmer, called "industrial teacher" 
on the salary list, and an assistant farmer, called "as- 
sistant dairyman and poultryman" on the salary list. The 
former has immediate charge of all plant production activ- 
ities and also teaches most of the boys classes in agricul- 
ture. The latter gives instruction in dairying and stock- 
raising to prevocational boys and has immediate charge of 
the dairy, the piggery, and the poultry yard. 

In early June I sent 40 of my boy pupils to spend the 
summer in the Kansas beet-fields. In the fall of 1924, some 
of my boys came back from that place and all of them had 
given a good account of themselves. Their net earnings 
for the two months they had been there ranged from 50 to 
near a hundred dollars. As a rule most of my pupils 
leave the school in early June and gorii home to help their 
parents. About fifty to seventy-five stay here, Up to 
the present year it has always been my custom to pay these 
pupils a few cents a day in the way of pupil labor during 
the summer months. But the proportional reduction in my 
appropriation, as explained in Office letter to me of April 
21, and certain urgent needs of the school, most of which 
can not be supplied even at best, make it out of the question 
for me to pay the pupils anything this summer, excepting 
in the case of a couple boys who are ra-ther skillful in 
carpentry. 

■ 

As regards the pupils who do go out to work 
under the outing system, or independently of the school, 
I find them willing to do anything that will bring them 
a fair and honorable return. They are not choicy about 
the kind of work theydo. What they want is financial 
results and they are willing to render fair service 
therefor. They like as well as anybody else to have 
money on hand for current expenditures. And they do not 
waste their money. A goodly proportion of whatever 
they get is invested in clothing. I have no difficulty 
in finding employment for all .Indian pupils who want work 
and are qualified.

ANNUAL REPORT - SANTA FE (N.MEXICO) NON -RESERVATION SCHOOL 

June 30, 1926. 

Section II - Health 

During the year 1925-26, the health conditions at this 
school were, especially in comparison with the previous 
year, very satisfactory. As usual, my boy pupils came 
through the year without muc$i trouble, while the girls 
were our chief source of concern. During 1924-25, too 
many of our girls broke clown and had to be sent home . 
Reference might be had at this point to my annual report 
of a year ago. But during the year for which this present 
report is made, no girls broke down excepting four who 
came' from homes having a history of tuberculosis. One 
was a Ute, one a tfemez Pueblo, and the other two hailed 
from the detached band of Navajos living in the Canoncito- 
Puertecito country down between .baguna and Iv^gdalena. The 
fact that no girls bribke down excepting such/as might have 
expected to experience difficulty in getting through 
the year is very gratifying indeed. I don't know how 
to account for the fact that we got through the past year 
so fortunately as compared with the year previous. However 
the fact that we eliminated from our activities all 
vigorous athletics for girls may have had something to 
do with i£. Our dietary the past year, while good and 
substantial, was less varied than the year previous; and 
on account of our hospital being filled up so much of 
the year with cases of mumps and other minor distempers, 
we were able to do less with special diet taa.es than 
the year previous. And still we came through the year 
just, past with fewer than one -third as many breakdowas 
as the year previous. 

The only false note in the entire health situation 
was that one boy broke down whose breakdown can not be 
explained or accounted for. Well-fed, well-housed, in 
gobd flesh, a»a not assigned to over~heavy work, and 
in one of the highest academic grades. Had to be sent 
home. I understand he is recovering, as nearly all 
such cases do under the strangely but truly favoring 
influence of the ordinary home surroundings. 

I said I was unable to account for the favorable 
conditions of the year just past, as compared with those 
of the year previous. Possibly and even probably the 
assistance of the two Red Cross nurses from the Santo 
Domingo pueblo had something to do with this. They 
came up and spent one day a week at the school, giving 
valuable instruction to the pupils on how to keep well 
and gave us a good deal of valuable assistance in the 
way of checking up on the pupils' physical condition. 
I was glad to have their assistance and regret that 



ACTUAL REPORT j SANTA FE HON -RE SE RVATI OK BOARDING SCHOOL 
JUNE 30, 1926. 
Section III - Schools 

The Santa Fe school has a capacity of 450. The average 
daily attendance for the year was a few points above that. 
The total enrollment for the year was 505, and the number be- 
longing on the last day of the term was 475. Prom this it 
may "be seen that there was very little turn-over in the 
body of pupils in the course of the year, the attendance 
of all being steady and of a sort that gets satisfactory 
results in class and industrial work. Of the 30 who 
were drooped, not a few of them were let go because they 
had reached their limit or were doing no good whatever 
and were simply in the way of the advancement of the 
other pupils and the school work in general. 

The school is well equipped for doing the work 
•falling within its scope. There is no stressing need of , 
anything in the way of plant, farm, or employees. Tnat is, 
from the standpoint of what is the average among Indian 
schools. If we were sure of having every year as abundant 
a supply of water as we have this summer, it would be in 
order to extend our farming activities considerably. Pos- 
sibly with a new concern in charge of the water supply 
in the city now, we may not from now on suffer any shortage 
of water. But that remains as yet to be seen. Up to ; . 
a year ago, the school plant was deficient in that the dining 
room was too cramped and the kitchen too small. But both 
were expanded considerably; so that now we are well- 
sitaated. A building for assembly room and gymnasium 
purposes is being erected. A rather sweeping program of 
repairs on the boys* building is now under way. This is a 
thinr that has been long delayed and it is high time we , 
are getting at it. There have been so many building projects 
in the way that this scheme of repairs has had to wait. 

The employees at the Santa Fe school will average 
up favorably with those of any other school in the service, 
as T believe. They read good books and are inclined to 
be studious. Of my nine academic teachers, eight are 
attending summer school this summer - one at University of 
Pennsylvania, two at Edinboro Normal (fenna.), two at 
University of New Mexico, one at Marysville Normal [do,), 
oni? at University of California, and one at Greeley, Colorado. 
To7?t is a favbi-ablel-commentarye on these teachers, if not on 
the school, too, thaV of the eight teachers just now mentioned 
five are under no obligation to attend summer school this 
vear, because of having attended summer school a year ago; 
while the other three are new in the service and could have 
waited until a year from now to attend summer school and 



still been within the law. The new disciplinarian tells me 
he will attend a school for coaches next month. 

The school carries nine grades of academic work, 4a- 
+n vill inclusive. Some mention of our record ol

w6rk in basketball. On page 60, we notice that of the seven 
young men composing the basket-ball squad, two of them (the 
aforementioned Aguilar and Cajete), or practically one-third 
of the entire squad, are graduates of Santa Pe, One page 
59, this same Aguilar appears as a member of the football 
crew. One page 61, we read that Aguilar made his "letter" 
in baseball. In the middle 4>f the same page, we find 
Agapito Tapia, one of Santa Pe's graduates, given honorable 
mention for work in track. On page 65, two of the boys in 
the upper picture are graduates of Santa Fe; as is also one 
of the seven girls in the lower picture. Mention might also 
be made of Edward Cata, -ne of Santa Pe's graduates, whose 
work-in music at Haskell, Lias attracted considerable attention; 
of Ms^He Lujan( Santa Pe '1^), a singer of some renown; of 
Pred Kabotie, a graduate of this school and of Santa Pe high 
school, who even before he finished high school had a national 
reputation as artist in water-color; etc. 

The prescribed course of study for Indian schools 
is followed very carefully. It is a little in advance of 
what the pupils coming to this school are able to carry. 
But we manage to get the work done. The antecedents of 
the Indians of the Southwest are not so favorable for this 
work as are those of the Indians . of the -"Plains and the 
Middle West, whose forbears have school traditions for some 
generations back. So that in academic studies, the Southwest 
Indian child of ten. has a, hard time of it to get through. But 
in other ways, he often excels. 

Hie school room equipment is ample. However, I 
have not been getting so many text-bboks as we really 
need, because of the necessity of cutting down the annual 
estimate in order to keep the total within bounds. The 
books on the authorized list are suitable for our work. 
Of course some parts of certain books have to be supplemented 
and other parts may well be^ passed over. 

The girl pupils are one and all given the lines of 
industrial training laid down in the cot^rse of study for 
prevocational and junior vocational grades. All boys of 
prevocational category are given the fixed courses of in- 
dustrial work for those grades as prescribed in the course 
of study. The boys of Grades VII and VIII are allowed 
usually to choose among the five lines of work, agriculture, . 
carpentry, blacksmithing, engineering, and painting. We 
do not attempt to give the junior vocational courses in 
printing, automechanics , or masonry, nevertheless , we work 
in a good deal of masonry and auto-mechanics with the five 
lines we do offer as such. 

The relations existing between the Santa Pe Indian 
school and the other schools in the vicinity (public, paro- 
chial, and mission) have been most cordial and satisfactory. 
There has not been a false note for years past. 
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Extent to which the school has adapted itself to meet 
the needs of the Indians. In the first place, nor; that the 
railway, the automobile, the surfaced highway, the air-plane, 
the daily mail, and all other modern expedients of life are 
here, the time is past when the Indian can live as a thing 
apart from the rest of the country. His fate is to toe 
eventually absorbed into the non-Indian population by race- 
amalgamation. And in this sense he is a vanishing race, but 
not in the usually accented sense of that catchy phrase. In 

rder now that he may be fitted to take his place alongside his 
non-Indian brother and compete with him, it has been the aim of 
this school to give him what he needs in order that he may do 
just that. He must be able to »ead newspapers and good 
books, to write his thoughts down in reasonably good English, 
nd to make such arithmetical calculations as may enable him 
Vq know for. himself whether or not he is receiving what is 
his just due. I have no hesitation in saying that when a 
boy or girl is graduated from the Santa Pe School, he or she 
is able to do all those things. Besides, one thing that is 
stressed here is the matter of improved health conditions 
and generally improved living conditions, to be brought 
about by a not too rapid change in the traditional life of 
the people. We must be content to make slow progress in 
that line. But we are making progress. We must not 
try to change the Indian's dietary habits in a day, or a month, 
or a year. He has lived a great many centuries on corn- 
bread and an occasional meat-stew, iind he has lived pretty 
well and had no difficulty in getting a day's work done. 

Another thing the school stresses is increased 
production of the commodities that are necessary to life 
through the medium of improved methods of production. More 
farm products, more milk, more everything that can go toward 
feeding, clothing, and housing more people, or towafcd feeding 
clothing and housing in a batter fashion than at present 
those people that are already in existence. 

What has been accomplished during the past year on 
behalf of the Indians which, to some extent at least, has 
been more satisfactory than the accomplishments of the 
year preceding? We are getting the pupils to tolerate 
vegetables in their dietary and to drink milk. 

There is no serious sentiment against the inter- 
mingling of races. But I should say that by the word 
•"races" I mean Indians and "whites." The Indians and 
the whites are socially on "toery cordial terms. And it 
is right and proper that they should be so. 

The total expenditures for the fiscal year just 
closed were about the ■, same as for the year preceding, 
in fact, this school has about the same amount for its 
maintenance each year. Perhaps it was a few thousand 
dollars more this past year than the year previous because 
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of the fact that we have been running up the assembly hall and 
gymnasium building that was appropriated for some years ago. 
©he beginning of the construction work on that project was 
delayed on account of the high price of building material 
and the relatively meager sum appropriated. as matters stand 
now, I think, with the amount of pupil labor we can use, we 
shall be able to finish the building within the sum available. 

tie have but little playground apparatus, but such 
as we have is used very extensively. Supervision is given 
.to most of the playrgound activities, but not to the extent 
of taking away all spon&fcHeity of action. Which would be as 
bad as no supervision. With the exception of football and 
baseball, the girls have the same chance as the boys. But 
we are trying the experiment of keeping the girls off the 
more vigorous forms of athletic exercise. The more I see

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ANNUAL REPORT, SANTA EE HON -RESERVATION .BOARDING SCHOOL 

June 30, 1926. 

Section IV - industries 

Industrial work is carried on at the school for the 
double purpose of teaching the children improved methods 
of prodfciUlve enterprise and getting routine work done. 
The cashvalue of the routine work accomplished by the 
pupils every year would be a very considerable figure, 
por example, during 1926, my boys carted fourteen hundred 
tons of coal from the railway terminal a mile away and 
shoveled it into the coal bins. (They also shoveled it 
from the cars into the wagons.) They, under the supervision 
of our school carpenter. poured seven thousand cubic feet 
of concrete for the footings of one building alone. All 
that was over and above what had e-:er been required oi them 
before. Had all that work been done by hired labor, etc., 
the outlay would have been a pretty penny. 

In the autumn of the calendar year 1925, we had 
nothing in the way of farm crops. As stated in my report 
•of a year ago, the water situation was serious, both because 
of long continued drought and what seemed to be mismanagement 
on the part of the water company. Both conditions are now 
radically different. A new company has taken over the 
waiter supply plant, and the current season has been one of 
comparatively abundant rains. Much snow fell in the 
mountains back of the city last winter and there is no 
shortage of water. Thus it is that we have a fine outlook 
this summer for abundant crops on our school farm. All the 
product of the school farm and gardens will of course 
to toward maintenance of the school. For three weeks 
past, all of our force have been busy drying peas. Other 
cvops, as they come on, will be preserved in some appropriate 
manner for use of the school next winter during the school 
term. Seed is not saved here for ensuing season's planting, 
our season is so short that, with the exception of very few 
plants, the seed does not mature well. So that we always 
get better results by buying seed from Colorado, Kansas, 
etc., where the altitude is lower and the season therefore 
longer. 

We have a greenhouse, which serves both as a conser- 
vatory for flowering plants and as a "starter" in the spring 
for such truck garden plants as would suffer from the cold 
if planted early in the open. 

We have a dairy herd for the benefit of the school. 
All Folstein. Some of the individuals are registered and 
some are not. All are good producers. We take care to 
eliminate any individual that does not pay for her keep or 
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that drops permanently into the "boarder" class. The boy 
pupils, under the supervision of the dairyman, do most of 
the work of taking care of and milking these cows. So that 
the dairy herd is a daily object lesson to the pupils in 
the matter of production and care of milk. 

An industry among the girls yrtiich promises big results 
is that of Indian, or "squaw-dress", embroider>y . The Spanish- 
American wife of our Indian dairyman is a real expert in 
both design and execution of that line of needle-work; and 
the girl pupils are very enthusiastic about it. This sort 
of work, when well done, commands a big price. And if the 
Girls will follow it up, they are going to get big results. 
She Navajo girls are very clever at bead work. It is my 
plan to install something soon in the way of instruction 
in pottery for the Pueblo girls and blanket-weaving for the 
Navajos. 

In the summer of 1925, 1 had 41 boys in the Kansas 
beet-fields. Their totalTearnings were something more than 
sixteen hundred dollars. 1 This summer, a similar number 
of my boy pupils are again employed in the same manner and 
at the same place. Most of the other pupils are profitably 
employed for the summer months. By far the great majority 
of them are at home helping their parents with the summer 
work with stock and plant production. A few have remained 
here at the school and are helping out with the garden and 
field crops. While others are employed either in the 
near-by city or on ranches in this and other localities. 
'\s a general rule, my Indian pupils are not particular 
about the kind of work they do. The main idea is to 
o'et some profitable employment of some kind. They are 
all inclined to thriftiness and self-support. as a 

general rule, they are upstanding people and don't need 
help of the sort that comes under the head of charity.

My dear M r . Commissioner: 

The general health conditions at this school during 
the year 1926-1927 have been very satisfactory. Particularly has this been the 
case among the girls. This is accounted for from the fact that no very strenuous 
duties have been performed by the girls and they have not engaged in rigorous 
athletics. Tennis, setting up exercises and walks, not hikes, have constituted 
t he principal diversions of the girls in the way of exercise. 

Ixv-s-llasifolXiS we had the customary annual epidemic of 
influenza, not more than two dozen cases in all, but with no serious results, 
the same month we also had an epidemic of German measles. The capacity of 
the hospital was not sufficient to accommodate the 60 odd oases at one time, but 
dormitories mere converted into wards and employees detailed to give them special 
attention. Aside from being absent from school for several days, the results of 
the epidemic were minor. In May an epidemic of real measles was visited upon us 
which was handled in the same manner as was the epidemic of German measles. 

Only very few pupils were sent home during the year on 
account of illness and these were cases of tuberculosis, and only one of such 
cases resulted in death, a girl from Acomita, New Mexico. There has been but 
one death at the school this year, a boy from the pueblo at Picuris. This death 
would not have occurred hadn the boy not violated the rules of the school. He 
was ,a frail lookingboy when he entered- school in the fall, and for this reason 
he was given very light duties to perform outside: of the classroom work. He 
deserted from the school and was exposed to bad weather and almost immediately 
after being returned to the school, November 6, 1926, he was' sent" to the hospital 
with pneumonia. "Not being very strong physically he was unable to bombat the 
disease and on November 22, 1926,. he died. 

Trachomatous pupils are on the decrease. Out of a total 
enrollment of 557 for the year, the total number of cases of trachoma was 114 with 
an average number of cases of 18 3/5. One case of long standing, that of a Navajo 
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"boy, deserves special mention. He had become almost blind, was not able to attend 
school for the reason the he could not see, and could do very little in his indus- 
trial work. He' was detailed to the engineering department and truck driving. There 
■was nothing he enjoyed more than driving a truck, but failing eyesight made it un- 
safe for him to be out on the road. He wanted to go home. I persuaded him to go 
to D r . Sii er « s hospital in Albuquerque, where he underwent a series of operations for 
trachoma. He returned to the school in about two weeks and by wearing glasses was 
enabled to resume his school work. His father was almost overjoyed over the fact---^ 
that his boy was brought "from darkness into light" and his expressions of gratitude 
in his Indian fashion made it worth while to say nothing of what it meant to the boy. 

The hospital building should be replaced with a hew building. 
There are a number of things in the way of equipment that are badly needed, among' which 
is a modern operating room and equipment. This will be provided, no doubt, when a 
new hospital, which is under consideration, is built. This school is fortunate in 
having an efficient nurse. There are no influences which operate to prevent the 
hospital from performing its maximum usefulness. 

No additional employees are needed for carrying on the 
health work at the school. 1 approve of the suggestion that when a new hospital 
is built that it will be large enough to accommodate a number of the Northern 
Pueblos Indians as 'well as a hospital for the school children. If this is done, 
we shall doubtless be able to meet the most urgent need for carrying on the medical 
or health work of the school.

Average daily attendance was 464, and the total enrollment was 557. Very 
few pupils were sent home on account of illness. The average attendance 
would have been considerably higher, but for the fact that the school was 
crowded. A number probably, 40 or '50, were not permitted' to enter the school 
because facilities were -inadequate.' I" believe the average attendance would have 
reached 500 had all who made application been enrolled. On account of the crowd- 
ed condition of the boys' quarters, I permitted a number to go home during the 
year to assist their parents when the request came through the superintendent 
of the reservation. Until a number were sent home, the boys &ermtor£es were 
badly crowded. Two small boys were sleeping in a single bed, one at the head 
and one at the -foot. To make matters worse there was very little space between 
the beds. One of the teachers, who had housekeeping quarters in the building 
for herself and small son, was required to move into another building and her 
quarters converted into dormitories. This relieved the congestion considerably. 

Undesirable deserters were not returned to the school 
because the school was crowded. 

or* ' ■ 

The gymnasium and assembly hall is nearing completion. 

There is no' reason why it should notVbe ready for use by the opening of school 
in September if funds permit' and I am bending every effort to complete, the build- 
ing with the funds available. 

Contrary to annual report of a year ago, there is a. 
stressing need of a great deal in the way of the plant and farm. New boildrs 
are badly needed and a new boiler house. Additional class rooms should be pro- 
vided and more quarters for employees. The construction of two new cottages 
the present fiscal year will relieve conditions considerably and will provide 
quarters for the painter and his family who now live in town. The <iqmipment 
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in the ."blacksmith shope, carpenter?shop, shoe shop, tailor shop and plumbing shop 
are very meager. Some new drills are being added to the blacksmith shop, planes, 
saws and mortising machines to the carpenter shop j a stitching machine in the shop 
ield.for years because one little part was missing, has been put in good running 
order at a cost of 20 cents, and a motor profided for the plumbing shop. A good '. 
lathe is badly needed in this shop. Through the 'Veterans' Bureau, the farcn is very " 
well equipped with machinery and farm implements. There is no reason why farming and 
gardening operations should not be materially increased. This was done to some extent 
last spring, but because I was told that it would be impossible to get a sufficient 
supply of water, I did not increase the acreage as much I had planned. Authority 
for the purchase of pipe to conduct water along the front of the school grounds will 
enable me to pipe water to one corner of a tract of land west of the school plant and then 
run the water through an open ditch to irrigate a field "that has not been in cultivation 
for years and possibly has never been in cultivation. 

There are a number of very good employees at the Santa Fe 
School. The transfers already effected will have a fine effect on the school and with 
others pending, and possibly a very few more later on, the employee-force would compare 
quite favorably vrith other schools of this size. However, this should not be the goal 
of a superintendent. There is no reason why they should not be as efficient in this 
school as in any school large or small. The academic work the past year has hot been 
entirely satisfactory to me. With a new principal and the introduction of departmental 
work, I hope to secure much better results. Teachers who did not attend summer school 
last year are in attendance this summer, and some who were not required to attend. 

This school carries 8 grades. There was no graduating 
class this year for the reason that the ninth grade is to be added next year. Pupils 
completing the 8th grade should hardly be classed as graduates. It is abotit this time 
that they are supposed to have "found themselves and know what they want to do. Very 
few white children on graduating from high school have chosen their life's work". Even 
the Universities are filled with students who have no definite purpose other than to 
complete the course or receive a degree. 

The course of study is followed in the academio department. 
Teachers did not devote as much time to daily outlines as 'they should. have done. ' A \ 
principal in sympathy w th the plan of thorough preparation on the part of the teacher 
will get much better results in this respect. The school room equipment is very good 
with the exception of a sufficient quantity of basal texts, which I think have been 
provided for. I have found the books on the authorized list to be suitable to the 
needs of thie pupils. Like all text books, their adaptability depends a great deal upon 
the teacher. 

The girls receive training in all the departments outlined 
intthe Course of s 'tudy. Likewise the boys with the exception of printing andmasonry. 
^Heretfcf©!*© very little has been given tht boys in mechanical drawing. There* has been

Section II Health 



The general health conditions at the Santa Fe School dur- 
ing the year, 192?, 1938, have been very satisfactory. This condition 
applies to both girls and boys. The fact that we were without a phy- 
sician from Jaauary 1st to a few days ago, and the services of physicia- 
ns in town were not needed except in a very few special cases, bears 
out the above statement. I am more and more convinced that the girls 
in this altitude should not be put through strenuous exercise and rig- 
orous athletics should not be indulged in by the girls. 

It is my plan to provide more playground equipment fox the 
girls if sufficient savings can be made. 



courts were provided for the girls last 
fall and the girls made good use of them. We received frequent calls 
from other schools for match games of basketball with our girls, but 
we did not have a gegular team of girls for this purpose. When more 
playground equipment is provided and proper use made of the basketball 
courts, tennis courts and recreation walks, etc., I feel that the girls 
of this school will receive a sufficient amount of good wholesome ex- 
ercise. 

This school escaped the customary epidemic of flu but in 
cases of the "Three day flu," which amounted to nothing more than the 
inconvenience of having our hospital filled for a few days. No special 
detail of employees was necessary to care for the children during this 
light epidemic. There were only a very few pupils sent home during 
the year on account of illness and these were tubercular suspects and 
only one of such cases resulted in death. A girl from Santa Clara: 
She had been losing in weight and a special diet did not seem to benefit 
her to any great extent. Thinking a visit to her home would be benefi- 
cial to her, I, accompanied by the nurse, took her to Santa Clara to 
her home in order iiSsetk we might study her home conditions before decid- 
ing to leave her. We found her home to be fully adequate for the size 
of her family and everything was in order. I was pleased to see that 
they had a cow and a number of chickens, thus assuring fresh milk and 

eggs. I instructed her mother to see that she was given plenty of

Section III Schools 

The capacity of the Santa Fe School for the year just 
closed was 450, the capacity having been increased to 500 for the 
year, 1938-1929. The total enrollment for the year ending June 30, 
1928 was 540 with an average daily attendance of 490. More pupils 
could have been enrolled hut facilities were inadequate. 

With the completion of the hoys new dormitory, which 
should not require more than 3 or 4 more weeks and the remodeling or 
one wing of the hoys 1 old dormitory into small boys quarters and 
which is now under way, this school can take care of 300 boys so far 
as dormitory space is concerned, very comfortably. 

New boilers are needed and a new boiler house should be 
constructed near the present boiler house. Like the present bakery, 
most of the boiler room space is underground. The old boiler house 
could be utilized for storing coal* 

Since it is not the plan of the Office to include the 
10th grade, this school can get along fairly well without more class 
rooms by making use of the library, but the principal has no office 
except a small room upstairs which is very inconvenient. Four or six 
class rooms could be added to the present sohool building at no great 
expense and it should be done. This would enable me to provide an 
office for the principal, and it would make it possible to make more 
use of the library. 

There was a decided improvement in the academic work for 
the year just closed, over the work of the year previous. With the 
introduction of several new teachers and a new principal , the P^Plls 
seemed to get new inspiration. There was a very happy and oontented 
felling amSng the entire student body. Very few desertions and very 
little trouble, among the students, of any kind. 
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It has been the custom of this school for years, to 
permit a number of the children to attend dances and fiestas at 
their Pueblos on certain well established occasions during the 
year, and I found this year that not many of the children wanted 
to go home for these festivities. I think this speaks well for the 
advancement having been made. I would not have them give up these 
ancient customs entirely but I do not think some features of the 
dances should be encouraged. 

The returns from the garden for the year were very 
satisfactory. Both silos were filled to the brim with ensilage and 
there was an abundance of vegebables for the table. The outlook for 
vegetables is not so good at the present time, but the new farmer 
may be able to get the work in hand to the extent that a fairly 
good crop may be grown. 

The two new cottages, one of which is completed and oc- 
cupied and the other ready for occupancy in a few days and with the 
remodeling of the west wing of the boys old dormitory into employees 
quarters, will afford ample quarters for employees when this is done. 
The employees olub building is in bad condition. At least $5000.00 
should be appropriated for the repair of this building. The kitchen 
and dining room of this building are very poor. Both should be en- 
larged. The entire interior should be done over, both upstairs and 
down. Employees rooms in this building are dingy, floors in bad 
condition as well as the floor of the sitting room. Steam pipes unj> 
der the floor do not carry a sufficient amount of steam and employees 
find it neoessary to have stoves in their rooms in order to be com- 
fortable during the cold weather. It is my understanding that this 
building has been condemned on more than one oocasion. This is not 
necessary at all. With proper repairs the building will do service 
for years. 

Most of the pupils completing the course in this school 
show a desire to enroll in the schools carrying a full high school 
course. The ninth grade was added at the beginning of the school 
last fall. The course of study Is followed in the academic depart- 
ment, but not in the industrial departments as I would like. Teachers 
devoted more time to daily outlines than they did the year previous 
but this feature of the work is not yet as it should be. More and 
more time is being devoted to this work. Departmental teaching was 
introduced last fall and it was a sucoess. The school room equipment 
is much better than the year previous. More and more basal texts are 
being provided f*r and the books on the authorized list have been 
found to be suitable to the needs of the pupils. 

The girls receive training and instruction in all the 
departments outlined in the course of study. The same is true of the

boys with the exception of printing, masonary and mechanical dsawing. 
Through the Veterans' Bureau, I received 120 sets of drawing instru- 
ments, T squares, tables, etc., but through lack of some one compet- 
ent to give this instruction, no use has been made of the instruments. 
If it is the plan to make the instruction in all the departments as 
practicable as possible, not many of the men in the departments are 
instructors and for this reason a shop instructor would be able to 
better organize the instruction in the industrial departments. 

The equipment of the plant is not very good. The black- 
smith, carpenter shoe, tailor and plumbing shops is not what it should 
be, but mash better than last year; and with the purchase of what is 
planned for these shops, there will be a decided improvement. 

The personnel of the employee force is a decided improv- 
ment over that of a year ago. A number of the new teaohers are col- 
lege or normal graduates and their training was reflected in the acti- 
vities of the school. The teachers who did not attend summer school 
last summer are in attendance this year. Others who attended last 
summer and who are working for degrees are also in attendance this 
summer. 

Very cordial relations exist between the school and the 
public school authorities. Our teachers are always extended a special 
invitation to attend lectures by prominent educators who come to Santa 
Fe and to educational gatherings and conferences. The work of the 
school is well adopted to meet the needs of the Indians in so far as 
the course extends. Pupils completing the 9th grade can not be ex- 
pected to complete with those completing the full high school course. 
A large percent of the Santa Fe pupils continue in school after comp- 
leting the course here. A good start in the right direction and a 
desire to make something of themselves is about all we can expect to 
give them. 

I have observed no indication whatever toward interming- 
ling of the races. 

Total expenditures for the fiscal year just closed were 
about the same as for the year previous. 

There is practically no playground equipment at the 
school. Some supervision is given. The boys engage in all the games 
common to sohools under the direction of the disciplinarian and his 
assistant. The girls play tennis, some baseball, basket ball, and 
have calisthenios in the class rooms and setting up exercises. 

There has been a deoided improvement in the water situation.

Section IV Industries 

The industrial work at the Santa Fe School during . 
the past year was reasonably satisfactory with the exception of 
the work in the carpentry department. Having no regular carpenter 
it was necessary to employ temporarily and it was not possible to 
find any one who was qualified to give very efficient service. 
Because of such inefficiency it was necessary to reroof one of the 
cottages three times before we had a roof that did not leak. 

T he instruction given in the industrial departments was 
not what it should have been. The principal supervised this instru- 
ction, but not many of the men in the shops are instnuctors and a 
shop instructor should be provided. 

The farm teams and trucks have done all the hauling for 
the school in addition to an immense amount of hauling of materials 
for the new dormitory, including sand and gravel.

Approximately sixty car-loads of materials for the new 
dormitory have been moved.

On page 7h there is no space allowed for food supplies 
supplied from school funds. Note at bottom of page states 
that these expenses are in connection with clinic of special 
physician. This school had no such expense. 

Referring again to page 7g, there is a total charge of 
$2450 against Indian Boarding Schools for personal services 
in hospital. In addition to this expense there is $^00.00 
for medical supplies and $^70 for food supplies. However, 
it was considered that this being expended for pupils was 
not necessarily intended to be a charge against the hospi- 
tal work. Food, especially, which was consumed in the hos- 
pital, would have been consumed by pupils whether in hospi- 
tal, or school dining room. 

This office considered these items carefully in getting 
out the report, and as stated above, there seems to be no 
provision made in the forms for food and medical supplies 
when used directly in boarding school hospital and paid from 
Indian Boarding Schools funds.

SECTION II HEALTH 

The general health conditions at the Santa 
Fe School during the year 1938-39 have been very good. We 
had the customary epidemic of influenza, there being a total 
of 143 cases. All recovered without any ill effects apparently. 

There were four deaths in the hospital the 
past yeax. Two of which were not connected with the school. 
One child was born in the hospital and lived only a few hours. 
Another was a child 14 months old, brought in for treatment. 
One of the two deaths among the students was caused by typhoid 
fever and the other from appendicitis. The typhoid case must 
have picked up the germ while at home during the summer as the 
girl was sent to the hospital soon after returning to school. 
In the appendicitis case, the boy was sent to the sanatorium 
in Santa Fe and when it was found that an operation was neces- 
8ary,the best surgeon in the city was engaged to operate. 
There seemed to be no hope from the beginning. 

there were eight cases of chicken-pox, one of 
erysipelas, five of pneumonia, thirty-four cases of tonsilitis, 
one of tuberculosis, one typhoid and ten of whooping cough. 

There are basket ball coxirts for the girls. 
Swings and teeter boards, and baseball!': grounds and when more 
play ground equipment is provided and for which we have budget 
authority, it occurs to me that the girls will be Very well 
taken care of in this respect. 
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Section II Health continued 



Trachoma is on the decrease. Out of a total 
enrollment of 540 last year there were 71 cases of trachoma, 
and out of a total enrollment the past year of 561, there 
were only 50 cases. Two years ago there ivere 114 cases. 

There are no influences that prevent the 
maximum usefulness of the school hospital. The new hospital 
will be occupied in a short time. This will meet the most 
urgent need for carrying on the medical or health work at 
the school.. The Indian people from the Pueblos are not 
averse to entering the hospital for treatment, and with an 
increase in the personnel in the new hospital, there is no 
reason why this school should not function well in the 
health program for schools.

The capacity of the Santa Fe School for 



the year 192S-1929 was increased to 500. Due to fiestas 
and the failure of a number of the Navajo students to 
return until late in the school year, the average at- 
tendance was below 500 until spring when the attendance 
was brought up to a number making the average attendance 
i503 for the entire school year. The total enrollment for 
jthe year was 5&1. 

As stated in my report a year ago, the 
completion of the boys' new dormitory and the remodeling 
of the boys' old dormitory into small boys quarters, provi- 
des ample quarters for 300 boys and more without being crow- 
ded. The new dormitory is almost a model. Guest rooms, read- 
ing rooms, locker rooms, private rooms and large spacious 
dormitories, showers, wash rooms and toilets makes this build- 
ing a very fine home for the larger boys and one of which 
they are very proud. Those occupying private rooms are mak- 
ing their rooms more attractive by furnishing them with 
rugs, covers and ^QtSKCefiB . In addition to the annex, which 
CdwtaijBW the toilets proper for this building, there are 
night toilets, both upstairs and down stairs and there are 



fire escapes also, even though the building is practically 
fire proof. All of these conveniences tend much toward a 
safe and contented feeling on the part of the boys. The 
guest rooms are provided with closets and private baths and 
toilets and when parents and visiting Indians are at the 
school, they are permitted the use of the guest rooms. These 
rooms are as desirable as quite expensive rooms in our best 
hotels. 

The small boys are well cared for. Their 
toilets and showers are nearly as desirable as those of the 
large boys in the new building. They have a large play room 
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Section III Schools continued 

and assembly room which they use a great deal in bad 
weather. Their dormitories are large and well lighted and 
ventilated and there is room for more beds without being 
crowded. On evenings when the weather is bad they amuse 
themselves by playing checkers and various other games un- 
til bed time. The small boys are fortunate in having a 
most excellent matron who watches after their interests 
and pleasures almost as a mother would care for them. 

School Plant: 

The new hospital is practically completed. This 
will take care of the needs of the school and outside Indian 
people, both young and old. The bakery will be ready for 
use in a short time. The need of this item has been sorely 
felt for a long time. The purchase of a new boiler has 
been authorized and purchase will be made soon and new boiler 
installed. Two of the old boilers have been removed. They 
were unsafe and unfit for fiurther use. Brick, etc., is being 
removed preparatory to installing the new boiler. Not only 
should there be more heat next winter, but there should be 
a saving in coal. An additional smoke stack will be added, 
which will give greater efficiency in the heating system. 

The old hospital will be converted into home 
economics quarters this summer and fall. This will not only 
provide more, much needed room for this department, but it 
will remove the sewing room6 f rom over the laundry, where 
they have been for years. 

The employees club building will also be remodeled 
this summer and fall. It will give more dining room space 
which is badly needed. 

Another girls' building is needed. The m$Zt 
girls 1 and the large girls should have separate buildings. 
More cottages for married employees are necessary. There 
is an urgent need of more class rooms. The 10th grade is to 
be added this fall. Additional class rooms would enable this 
school to carry out the departmental plan of teaching to 
much better effect. These needs have been made known in former 
estimates. 

School Farm 

Budget authority for the purchase of a team of mules has 
been granted. Very little farm machinery in addition to what 
we have is needed. 
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Employees : 

A teacher of agriculture is very much needed. 
Our farm and dairy personnel is very weak. A man to dir- 
ect this work would mean a great deal to this school. If 
the dairy herd is to be increased, it is imperative that 
this school have an agriculturist who can direct the farm- 
ing, o gardening, hog raising, dairying and poultry operations. 
The present force with the assistance of the boys could carry 
on the work connected with this department. It wo#ld mean 
a great deal to the boys in the matter of instruction. This 
position has already been asked for. Two laborers positions 
are needed. As it is the boys have to do the firing of the 
boilers and drive the school trucks. During the winter 
months one of these laborers could do the firing and the 
other the trucking and during the vacation season when there 
is very little firing of boilers to be done, they could do 
the trucking and help care for the lawns and flowers and work 
on the farm and in the garden. More help will be needed in 
the hospital when it is in operation. All of these needs 
have been made known in a former report. 

As has been requested previously, there should be 
a younger matron in the girls building. Some one to take an 
interest in games for girls, and ready to take the girls on 
walks and other forms of recreation. I do not think this 
school needs the services of an athletci director for girls. 
A younger assistant matron, with the assistance that could 
be given by the teachers should be sufficient. 

Practically all of the pupils who completed the 9th 
grade this year, and a number who dropped out after the com- 
pletion of the 9th grade a year ago, plan to return this fall 
for the 10th grade. 

The course of study has been carried out with a 
reasonable degree of thoroughness. Pupils, during the past 
year were very muoh interested in their school work. The 
academic personnel, as a whole, is good. Considerable enter- 
tainment work was carried on during the year, much to the 
enlightment and entertainment of the children and employees. 
A great deal of stress was given to social life the past year. 
I do not know of anything that will bring forward the bashful 
backward student like a great deal of social life. All the 
employees have cooperated to the fullest extent in seeing that 
the student body enjoyed the year, and their efforts were un- 
doubtedly successful. 
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The equipment in the class rooms is better than a 
year previous, and will continue to be improved. The text 
books on the authorized list seem to be well aadapted for use 
in this school. The course of study is closely followed in 
the academic department, and there has been a decided improvement 
in the instruction given in the industrial departments. True, 
X few of the industrial instructors are real teachers, but 
the principal has supervision of the industrial instruction as 
well as the academic, and he has accomplished a great deal in 
this respect. Now that we have a shop instructor, if a plan 
can be worked out whereby he can give most of the industrial 
instruction, it should be brought to a higher basis.

The instruction/ given the girls in home training, 
mursing, laundring and home economics, and the boys in all 
the departments outlined in the course of study, with the 
exception Of printing and masonry. 

Since the introduction of a shop., instructor, a large 
class from the upper grades has received instruction in mech- 
anical drawing. 

The equipment of the plant is better than last year. 
More equipment will be added as fast as funds permit. The 
old building back of the small boys building, which was used 
as an outside toilet for years, has been converted into a 
shop for the engineering department. This will need some 
equipment, which will be. added when it can be done. There 
should be a steam presser in the tailor shop. Some more 
machinery in the shoe shop, a power drill in the blacksmith 
shop and a mortising machine in the carpenter shop. 



The personnel of the employee force is very good, 
taken as a whole. A number of the teachers are college or 
normal graduates and their training is reflected in the acti- 
vities of the sohool. Most of the teachers are in attendance 
at summer school, all of those who did not attend last year, 
and a number who did attend last year. So far as I know there 
will be no change in the employee personnel of this school. 
This means more efficient work next year than in the past year. 
Some of the industrial employees are not very efficient, the 
fiarmer, the dairyman, assistant engineer, shoe and harness 
maker and the baker. However they have been loyal and very 
cooperative. Accommodations for employees are not sufficient. 
The dairyman has poor accommodations. His cottage is back of 
the school kitchen. He has no front view other than the baok 
of the kitchen, and when more cottages can be provided, it is 
my plan to move his oottage and convert it into some other use. 
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The relations existing between the school and the 
public schools authorities are most cordial. Our teachers are 
always extended a e£ecia|. invitation to attend lectures by 
prominent educators "who come to Santa Fe and to educational 
gatherings and conferences. 

I think the work of the school is well adapted to 
meet the needs of the Indians in iso far as the course offered 
ia concerned, and now that the 10th grade is to be added, the 
school should function to a greater degree in this respect. 
The girls and boys gain much practical information here that 
they can apply in their homes and they are doing it. 

There appears to be no inclination on the part of the 
students toward the intermingling of the races, but after they 
have finished school and are making a good living some instances 
could be given of the intermingling of the white and the Indian 
races. 

^he total expenditures for the fiscal year just closed 
were higher than for the year pervious. Due to construction of 
boys 1 dormitory and new hospital, remodeling old dormitory, more 
coal was used, due also to epidemic of flu, and long dold winter 
laundry machinery purchased, higher price for beef, purchase of 
milk, more subistence, and additional amount for salaries on 
account of the Welch Act. 



There is very little play ground equipment at the 
school, but since we have budget authority for the purchase 
of equipment, purchase will be made. The girls play tennis, 
some baseball and have calisthenics in the class rooms, and 
setting up exercises.

Industries 

Farming operations at the school are carried on 
very much under the same conditions as in previous years. 
This school is handicapped in farming and gardening opera- 
tions on account of the cost of water. There is considerable 
idle land, all of which is under fence and could be irrigated 
with not much expense, but an additional appropriation for 
water would be necessary. 

Last year we tried dry farming with beans but it was a 
failure. The following acreage was planted to vegetables, 
as follows:

In addition there was about l/g acre in lettuce 
about the same amount in radishes for summer and early fall 
use. 

There was no phenomenal returns from any of these 
crops, due largely to an inexperienced farmer at planting 
time. Thene there was an insect that worked on the pumpkin 
vines, and prairie dogs on the corn. A spray was used on the 
pumpkin vines which was effective and poison was put out for 
prairie dogs. These remedies will be used the present year 
and it is hoped more effectively.

Kolnewecereals, fruits nor vegetables were 
introduced. An the products of the school farm and 
gardens go toward maintenance of the school. 

Seeds are not saved for planting for the follow- 
ing year for the reason that on account of the short season 
they do not mature well. Certain flowers seeds are harvested 
each year and other seed themselves from year to year. 

The green house is used as a conservatory for 
flowering plants and to start such plants as onions, tomatoes, 
cabbage and cauliflower. All plants thus grown are used at the 
school. 

The industrial work during the past year was in a i.-v: :. 
measure satisfactory. The new carpenter, while not a finished 
workman, and not trained as an instructor, turned out a great 
deal of work. He gets along well with the boys of his detail. 

The instruction given in the. industrial depart- 
ments has been a decided improvement o ; ser that of the year 
previous. It was my understanding that the shop instructor 
would give the instruction in carpentering, masonry, paint- 
ing and possibly in one or twcr more departments, and it was 
for this reason that I was anxious to have such a position. 
The supervisors, however, have other plans for the shop 
instructor, which have not been fully installed, and for 
this reason we have not received the greatest efficiency 
from this position. 

The farm teams and trucks have done all the 
hauling for the school in addition to an immense amount of 
hauling of materials for the new hopsital, including sand 
and gravel. They also hauled 2000 tons of coal from cars 
spotted about one half mile from the boiler house. 

The sewing rooms, and tailor shop did exceptionally 
good work. The shoe and harness shop did better work than 
the previous year. The engineers, in addition to the work 
of heating the entire plant, a great deal of plumbing and 
lighting system, have done a great amount of work installing 
new laundry machinery, etc. The head engineer is very ef- 
ficient and his department functions remarkably well in the 
operation of the school.

As we 
understand it, the form calls for three types of 
hospital service; viz., Agency, Hospital, and ' Sofaoofe > 
Medical work at this unit up until June 30, 1929 has 
been taken care of entirely out of" Indian School Sup- 
port" and "Conservation, of Health Among Indians",/ 
there having teen no special appropriation whatever 
for our school hospital. During the past year, one- 
half of physician's salary has been paid from the ap- 
propriation "Conservation of Health Among Indians, 1929" . 
This with a few incidental expenses is all that has 
been paid from that fund. The balance of costs for med- 
ical work including one-half of physicians salary, 
nurse's salary, hospital cook, and medical supplies 
has all been cared for from appropriation "Indian 
Boarding Schools, Santa Fe, N. M., 1929" . 



As stated above, this office fails to see wherein 
our report is incorrect. We have had no Agency appro- 
priation whatever from which to pay hospital expense's. 
.Neither have we had special appropriation for our

hospital. Upon careful review of our costs and 
report, we feel that requirements have been met 
in the report as originally submitted. However, 
if this dffice is in error, we are willing to 
make corrections if advised wherein we are at 
fault .

Narrative Section 
Section 1 - Law and Order 
Inapplicable to boarding schools. 
Section 11 - Health. 

1. The general health conditions at the school during 
the year, 1929-30 have been good notwithstanding the customary 
epidemic of influenza, there being a total of 182 cases, 3 cases 
of diphtheria, 5 of malaria, 12 of pneumonia and 73 of tonsilitis. 

2. There were three deaths, 1 Pueblo and 2 Navajo, in 
the hospital, the past year. One of which was not connected with 
the school. There were 5 births in the hospital, 3 Pueblo, 1 
Navajo and 1 Sioux. 

3. There were a total of 552 examinations for tuber- 
culosis during the fiscal year, 1930; 310 male and 242 female, 
with a total of four cases found, 2 male and 2 female. 

Trachoma is on the decrease. The total number of ex- 
aminations given for trachoma were 560; 315 male and 245 female. 
The number of cases found were 78; thirty-five being male and 
43 female. This comparison with 106 as shown in annual report 
for 1939. 

More playground equipment is being purchased. There are 
basketball courts for the girls. Also swings and teeter boards, 
base ball grounds and when the equipment is installed, that has 
been recently unloaded, the pupils will be very well provided for 
in this respect. The boys have basketball, football, track events", 
tennis, baseball and other games in season. 

There are no influences that prevent the maximum useful- 
ness of the hospital. More and more outside patients come to the 
hospital voluntarily for treatment. There has been a strong 
tendency, and it exists yet, to come extent, when outside patients 
come to the hospital to want to bring the entire family. Such 
practioe becomes a nuisance when three are children and when the 
parents, if the patient is a child, insist on feeding the patient 
food it should not have. This situation is being gradually re- 
lieved and will work out in time. 
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The school hospital meets the most urgent need for 
carrying on the medical or health work at the school. The 
increase in the personnel at the hospital has been tne means 
of the hospital functioning well in the health program for schools, 
and now that the hospital has been reasonably well equipped, there 
is no reason why it should not continue to function well. 



Section 111 - Schools 

A- very satisfactory relationship exists between the 
public, parochial schools of Santa Fe and the Indian school. 
One of the Indian boys who has completed the course of study 
at the Indian School attends high school in Santa Fe. Many 
athletic contests between these schools take place and a very 
friendly feeling between the schools exists. : 

Heeds of the School : School plant. An additional 
girls' building and a shop building are very much needed. 
Justifications for which have been submitted. The bakery was 
completed during the summer and greatly relieves a condition 
that has existed for some time. The baker, however, is not the 
best. Everything possible has been done to help him to keep 
the bakery in better order. Recommendations have been made 
by home economics supervisors and this office, in regard to 
this department. 

A new boiler wassinstalledain the boiler house and an 
additional smoke stack added which made a decided increase in 
the efficiency of the heating system. 

The old hospital was converted during the winter, 
and spring, into home^conomics quarters, most of the work of 
which was done by school labor. The carpenters have made indi- 
vidual cases for the girls, and everything is in readiness for 
the building to.be occupied at the opening of school in Sept- 
ember. To appreciate fully just what has been done to this 
building, one must have known the building before the work of 
remodeling was begun. I feel that this building now ranks 
with the best. 

A poultry house is nearing completion. It will ac- 
commodate 200 chickens and this work will be -under the direction 
of the hoije eoonomics. department. 

The employees club building will be remodeled this 
year, the left wing of the boyi' old dormitory will be made into 
quarters for employees, and when the two new cottages are com- 
pleted, there should be ample quarters. 
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School Farm 

A team of draft mares was purchased last fall and 
they have proved to be an excellent team. Some new wagons 
were also purchased. 

Employees 

A teacher of agriculture, or director of agriculture, 
is very much needed as was reported in annual report for 1939. 
A man to direct this work would mean a great deal to this school 
and I am glad that the Office' has the creation of this position 
under consideration. 

I am also pleased that the two laborer positions have 
been authorized. 

As there is a vacancy in the assistant matron's posi- 
tion in the girls building, it is hoped that the Office will 
appoint or transfer, a younger woman in this position than 
this school has had for years. The necessity of this has already 
been explained to the Office. 

As the 10th grade was not added, a large number of the 
students who completed the 9th grade, in May have made application 
for admittance to other Indian Schools. It is gratifying that 
so many are planning to continue their education. 

Pupils during the past year were very much interested 
in their school work. The academic personnel was very good. Taken 
as a whole, the teachers, in fact all the employees, with few 
exceptions, have been interested in their work, and cooperated 
for the interest and advancement of the pupils. 

The equipment of the plant continues to improve, more 
will be added from time to time as funds permit. 

The £g£sonnel of the employee force is very good, taken 
as a whole. There will be a number of new employees this year, 
due to the resignation and retirement of a number. 

The relations between the school and the public school 
authorities has been most cordial. 

The work of the school is well adapted to meet the 
needs of the Indians insofar as the course offered is concerned. 
Much practical information is gained here that the students can 
apply in their homes. 
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The departments in which the students receive training 
are, tailoring, engineering, agriculture, painting, carpentry, 
masonry, shoe and harness repairing, home conomics, cooking, 
sewing, laundring and nursing. 

I n the boys 1 departments much of the work connected 
with the regular routine of the school is done bys the boys. The 
idea is to keep the idea of training uppermost in the minds of 
the instructors. This is also true of the girls' departments. 

The total expenditures for the fiscal year just closed 
were higher than in previous years, not considering the money 
expended for construction of large projects. More money was 
expended for food. 



Section IV 

■ 

Industries 

Farming operations were carried on very much under 
the same conditions as in previous years. 

The prospects at the present time are good for an 
abundance of vegetables. The acreage in corn, tomatoes, cabbage, 
beets, turnips, carrots, onions, pumpkins and beans is about 
the same as in previous years. Up new acreage has been added. 
No new cereals, fruits nor begetables were introduced. All the 
products of the school farm and garden go toward maintenance of 
the school. 

Seeds are not saved for planting fhe following year on 
account of the short season, they do not mature well. 

The greenhouse is used as a conservatory for flowers, 
and to start such plants as onions, tomatoes, cabbage and cauli- 
flower. 

The industrial work the past year was quite satisfactory. 
The new carpenter turned out a great deal of work. The new engine- 
ex is a good man and a very valuable addition to the school force. 

, The instruction given in the industrial departments has 
been a decided improvement over that of the year previous, due 
to; thev^ddition of an efficient engineer, carpenter and general 
mechanic • 
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The farm t eams trucks have done all the hauling 
for the scnool in addition to considerable hauling of materials 
for the construction work of the school and the 2000 tons of coal 
from cars spotted about one-half mile from the boiler house. A 
spur track should be built from this siding to the boiler house. 
Purchase was made several years ago of rails and spikes for this 
purpose. All that is needed are ties and the labor, most of 
which could be done by the school. 

The sewing rooms and tailor shop did good work. The 
shoe and harness shop did not do so well. The engineers, in 
addition to the work of heating the entire plant, including the 
new hospital, did a great deal of work in connection with the 
plumbing in connection with remodeling the old hospital and 
installing new laundry machinery, etc.
